Average Electricity 
Cost Per Home Here 
Only $1.40 a Week 

— o — 

The electricity which serves the 
average home in Newton costs 
only $1.40 a week— a very small 
part of the average family bud- 
get-according to Thomas H. 
Carens, Vice President of Boston 
Edison Company, who was the 
speaker at the regular meeting 
of the Newton Rotary Club, held 
at Braeburn Monday. 

Mr. Carens, whose subject was 
“In the Public Interest,” was in- 
troduced to 100 members and 
k guests of the Rotary Club by 
Harold Secord, head of the Bos- 
ton Edison operating crews in 
the Newton-Waltham district. 

“Boston Edison Company has 
approximately 20,000 residential 
customers i n Newton,” Mr. 
Carens said, “and the average 
use of electricity in 1948 was 
1700 kilowatthours, or approxi- 
mately 142 kilowatthours per 
month. For this service Newton 
residents paid an average of 
$5.80 a month, or approximately 
$1.40 a week. Since more than 
5000 Newton homes are now 
equipped with electric ranges, 
and more than 15,000 have elec- 
j trie refrigerators, we believe we 
are justified in saying that elec- 
tricity is really a minor item in 
the family budget and that it 
provides more real comfort and 
convenience than any other ex- 
penditure in the budget.”

dales from September 1, 1948. 

Section 3 of the act provides 
that "Increases in k pensions or 
retirement allowances provided 
herein shall be in lieu of any in- 
creased granted in the case of 
any person uhose pension or re- 
tirement allowance has been In- 
creased under the provisions of 
any other general or special law 
of 1946, of 1947, or of the current 
year; provided that a person re- 
ceiving an increase under Chap- 
ter 475, Acts of 1946, shall also 
receive the increase provided in 
this Act." 

Chairman Donald L. Gibbs of 
the Finance Committee of the 
board stated that the measure 
affects 96 employees and that the 
estimated cost will be approx- 
imately $19,000 per year.

trict has been the subject of con- 
cern for a special committee ap- 
pointed this last week by the Oak 
( Hill District Improvement Asso- 
ciation, which remembers that 
i fires in the neighborhood in re- 
cent years have been handicap- 
ped by lack of water pressure 
when the emergency has been 
faced. The water pressure for 
Oak Hill, like the rest of the city, 
has been served by the tower on 
Institution Hill in Newton Cen- 
tre— but, the Oak Hill Area is on 
a high table land and a number 
of spots have presented real prob- 
lems to the city in fire protection 
-and in particular, the Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children 
which is most hazardous. The 
hospital uses approximately five 
million gallons of water annually 
—and the city has the responsi- 
bility of supplying it. A hos- 
pital cannot be run without a 
sufficient or safe margin of wa- 
ter. 

About five years ago a port- 
able water pump was supplied 
i by the Fire Department and run 
continuously for three days be- 
fore adequate water supply and 
pressure was restored. That was 
a dry summer much as this year. 
However, this year it is admit- j 
ted that the increased demand for 
water in other parts of the Oak 
Hill District has been causing a 
lowering of pressure generally 
throughout the area and may re- 
quire a number of changes to 
restore the community to a prop- 
er level for both health and safe- 
ty requirements. The fact has 
been established that the water 
pressure in the Oak Hill area has 
been mostly between 8-10 lbs., 
whereas safety requires from 30- 
60 lbs.

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mentary watertank at the top of 
the Peabody Home Hill to make 
the Hospital free from the possi- 
bilities of a fire tragedy — as well 
as the Oak Hill Park safe from a 
possible conflagration — it may be 
necessary for the city to take 
some emergency steps Immedi- 
ately in this direction. 

The problem of water supply, 
Water transportation, water pres- 
sure is an exceedingly vital one. 
It may be that the 20 inch pipe 
from Charles River should be en- 
larged to adequately serve the 
district. It may be that the Wa- 
ter Department should supply 
booster pumps in several strate- 
gic parts of the system. How- 
ever, it should never happen that 
water is not available in case 
of emergency — and, as it happen- 
ed this last Saturday the Wa- 
ter Department was not avail- 
able in the emergency because of 
the week-end — and the Fire De- 
partment had to be called in. The 
Oak Hill District Improvement 
Association is demanding that 
something be done immediately 
to rectify this dangerous situa- 
tion — for the protection of the 
1200>odd homes in the district. It 
is wrong to take a chance on the 
adequacy of water pressure in 
this part of the city. The lives 
of 76 crippled children are only 
a part of the’stake — almost every 
home in the District is equally 
vulnerable, and the city must 
bear the responsibility in this 
situation.

A great deal of agitation has 
been raised concerning the meas- 
ure to tax the surplus of savings 
banks. There arc 190 savings 
banks In tne Commonwealth of; 
Massachusetts. By a vote of 117 
to 106 the House passed this 
measure and referred It to the 
Committee on Ways and Means. 
At the present time the Commit- 
tee has not reported out. At the 
present time the banks pay a tax 
to the State one half of 1 per cent 
on its income, excepting federal ; 
bonds, and realty mortgages' 
which are exempt. The bill calls ; 
for 80' r exemption and would 
tax the remaining 20 r / c . Rep. 
Murphy of Malden stated before 
the Committee that the savings 
banks have over $3,223,000,000 
on deposit, but pay their deposi- 
tors only 2 per cent and they pay 
the state only $300,000 in taxes. 
Several banks were mentioned 
that do not pay any taxes. These 
banks have deposits ovfcr $200 
million dollars. Rutherford E. 
Smith, counsel for the Mutual 
Savings Banks Association told 
the Committee that the banks 
offered to pay an additional $600,- 
000 a year to the State but Gov- 
ernor Dover opposed it. There 
was much opposition to the bill. 

The Senate on a tic vote 20-20 
killed the labor bills H-2586 and 
H-2544. These bills were spon- 
sored by organized labor. The 
bill was before the House and 
approved by vote 108-43. These 
bills would require an employer 
| before seeking a court injunction 
against a union to obtain a certi- 
: ficate from the Commissioner k of 
Labor and Industries that he had 
sought in good faith to avert a 
strike, through collective bar- 
gaining. An amendment was of-

Mayor Lockwood To 
Seek Re-election 

Mayor Theodore U. Lock- 
wood announced this week that 
he will be a candidate for re- 
election next November. He Is 
now serving his first term In 
that office. 

The only other candidate yet 
In the field for Mayor In John 
A. -lanse, Newton contractor, 
who announced his candidacy 
some weeks ago. 

Mayor Lockwood was elected 
to that office In November, 
1917, defeating Roy S. Edwards 
and Hugh S. Boyd, neither of 
whom have as yet signified 
their Intention of seeking the 
office this year.

Governor Dover signed a bill to 
permit car owners to mail their 
fines to the Courthouse regard- 
less of the number of times they 
receive tickets for overtime park- 
ing. The top fine would be $3.00 
and at no time would a car own- 
er be required to appear before 
the judge in court. The first of- 
fense is gratis, $1.00 for second, 
$2.00 for third and $3.00 for the 
fourth and succeding offenses. 

A joint convention of the State 
Senate and House of Represen 
tatives took place last week. 
They approved the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment which 
would be necessary to obtain 
73,000 signatures instead of 25u 
000 to place a question on the 
ballot. The proposed amend- 
ment to have the voters decide 
the question of increasing num- 
ber of signatures by 480,000 on 
initiative and referendum peti- 
tions was approved by the House. 
The proposed constitutional 
amendment providing for the 
succession of the Governor be- 
tween the election and the inaug- 
uration in the event of the death 
of the Governor-elect was passed 
by a vote of 243 to 7.

Rep. Rawson States 
His Position 

Editor, flewton Graphic: 

Through your columns I should 
like to make my position clear 
to my constituents on Dover’s 
scheme to tax the Mutual Savings 
Banks. This tax would not only 
be discriminating and unfair; in 
that it would be laid against sav- 
ings banks and not against our 
other thrift institutions. It would 
also be cruel and wicked. 

People of modest moans place 
their savings in these banks to 
meet the emergencies of life, to 
provide -for old age. This tax 
would certainly reduce their in- 
terest and thus cut down their 
provision for the "rainy day." 

I will certainly do all in my 
power to help secure the defeat 
of this tax bill. In my opinion, 
the time is here for us to reduce 
the expenses of government — 
not to seek new taxes. 

I should like to comment on 
another matter. One of the Bos- 
ton papers has published an ar- 
ticle about the banning of bath- 
ing on the Charles River beach- 
es because of serious pollution of 
the river water. Together with 
the other three Newton represen- 
tatives and three representatives 
from Cambridge I filed House 
Bill 174 to end this pollution by 
having the Metropolitan District 
Commission ordered to replace 
the present Charles River Valley 
North and South Sewers with 
modern lines. These lines were 
built many years ago and are 
now inadequate and overloaded. 
The Metropolitan Affairs Com- 
mittee gave our bill leave to with- 
draw at their session because the 
M. D. C.’s own bill, House 86, 
would accomplish the same pur- 
pose. This bill is before Ways and 
Means now. If we can pass their 
bill the present bad situation 
will eventually be eliminated.

Newton Junior College Holds 
Its Commencement Exercises 


Newton Junior College, the 
first public junior college of 
its kind to bp established in the 
New England area, Is rapidly 
realizing the aims of its found- 
ers. The College was chartered 
by the State of Massachusetts in 
1946 and by favorable lotion of 
the Advisory Board of Education 
received authority to confer the 
degrees of Associate in Arts and 
Associate in Science. At that 
time the press of G I. applicants 
to the various colleges was at 
its peak. The demands of that 
particular type of student have 
been met to a large extent and 
are now waning, but the enroll- 
ment of the College itself still 
continues to increase. Eleven 
communities, other than Newton, 
are represented in this year’s 
graduating class, while the in- 
coming sophomores represent a 
still wider geographical distri- 
bution. 

John J. Desmond, Massachu- 
setts Commissioner of Education, 
who last year hailed as “prece- 
dent breaking" the action of the 
City of Newton in adding the 
13th and 14th years to the pub- 
lic school course of study, was 
again among the guests of hon- 
or at the second annual com- 
mencement of this ever-growing 
college. Once again he paid tri- 
bute to its accomplishments. 

The commencement address 
was by Francis Keppel, Dean of 
the Faculty of Education of Har- 
vard University, who told of the 


vitally Important role that in- 
Istitutions of this type are play- 
i ing in the educational scheme of 
today. The Invocation was given 
by the Reverend Terence L. Con- 
nolly, S. J., Librarian of Boston 
1 College. 

Dr. C. Elwood Drake. Director 
of the College, presided; and 
greetings to the College were ex- 
tended by Homer W. Anderson, 
Superintendent of the Newton 
Schools, Theodore Loekwood, 
Newton’s Mayor, and John J.

NEWS FROM THE STATE HOUSE

The calendar for the House and 
the Senate was short this week. 
The General Court went through 
their business in less than an 
hour and a half each day. 

Rep. Roy Smith, Republican, 
of Holbrook, former Chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and 
Means faithfully promised the 
state employees last yeax that if 
the cost of living increases he 
will fight to increase their salary 
in 1949 by $360. This promise 
was successfully fulfilled in the 
House Wednesday afternoon. Bill 
H-2618 was passed unanimously. 
No opposition Rules were sus- 
pended and the bill is now in 
the Senate for action. This pay 
increase to 26,000 state employ- 
ees will cost $9 million dollars. 
Last year they received 7.9 per 
cent boost with $150 bonus. 

The Senate passed to be en- 
grossed without debate two very 
important bills H-908 and Senate 
No. 691. Rules were suspended 
and they arc now in the House 
for action. H-908 calls for increas- 
ing benefits payable under the 
workmen’s compensation law in 
case of injuries.

of $20 to be paid for five hun- 
dred weeks, or the loss of a leg 
at the hip to be paid for one 
hundred and seventy-five weeks. 
In the event the injured employe!? 
dies before fully collecting com- 
pensation, the balance remaining 
shall become due and payable in 
a lump sum to his legal heirs. 
S-691 calls for increasing pay- 
ments under the workmen’s com- 
pensation from $25 to $30 a week. 
If the injury is total o»* partial 
the insurer shall pay the injured 
employee a weekly compensation 
equal to two thirds of his average 
weekly wages not exceeding $30 
nor less than $18 a week, the 
amount not exceeding $10,000. 
Waiting period cut from two 
weeks to one week. Each de- 
pendent child under 18 years old 
would receive $2.50 a week. 

I The bill to continue develop- 
ment of the Logan Airport at 
East Boston, H-2393 was heard 
in the Senate Wednesday after- 
noon. Sen. Ralph V. Clampit 
asked for postponement until 
Thursday so that the bill can 
have further study. The bill 
call3 for $6 million dollars and 
an amendment calls for $12 mil- 
lion dollars ixiore to finish the de- 
velopment at the port. Total of 
$18 million dollars. Nearly $60 
million dollars have been spent 
for development of the airport 
so far. If the State appropriates 
$18 million dollars for the com- 
pletion of the airport, the feder- 
al government will make a con- 
tribution of $3 million dollars 
towards the project Sen Miles 
objected to passing the bill as 
he said he did not know how dry 
the well may be. He wanted to 
know more about the additional 
$12 million dollars how it is to 
be spent and where will we get it.

Boos 
and hisses were heard through- 
out the crowded Gardner Audi- 
torium on the Bill H-2591: Cash 
Sickness Compensation Law — 
which provides medical care and 
compulsory health insurance for 
industrial workers and their fam- 
ilies for compensation benefits 
for workers absent from work 
because of illness or non-occupa- 
tional injuries. This fund to be 
paid by establishing a State 
Fund, a director to be appointed 
at a salary of $12,500 a year. The 
bill contains 32 pages and one 
j thousand lines. The employee 
and employer to contribute 1 per 
cent each from salary of $3,000 
a year or less to the fund. In 
return the employee would collect 
from the State when forced to 
stay out sick $25 a week for 23 
weeks out of each year. If this 
is passed and signed by the Gov- 
ernor, the insurance companies 
say that actually 40,000 employ- 
ees in insurance would be out of 
work. It would create a state 
monopoly.

Figure Care 

As I have often said. I think 
we are living in a particularly 
fortunate age, for our present 
ideas of beauty arc nearer to 
natural perfectons than they 
have been at any time since the 
early days of Greece.

of age or so quickly robs even 
the smartest frock of its style as 
a thick waistline and heavy hips! 
let that thick waistline Is the 
easiest of all figure faults to 
correct- and it is the most com- 
mon fault. 

It is true that you are born 
with a certain bone structure, 
and you must accept it. But you 
can also make the most of it, if 
you would be beautiful! 

Your Eyes 

The poets have called your 
[eyes "The Mirrors of the Soul." 
And whatever your eyes may or 
may not express, the owner of 
beautiful eyes usually finds the 
voild at her feet. It is. then, 
(worth your efforts to cultivate 
or keep beautiful eyes — to learn 
(to protect them as priceless 
treasures and to learn how they 
make you appear more beautiful. 

Most women do have expres- 
sive eyes, but few- know how to 
make the most of them. A touch 
(of carefully selected eye make- 
,up deftly applied makes the eye- 
lashes seem longer and darker, 
(and gives more accent to the 
(brows. The eyes then appear 
larger, deeper, more expressive 
land far more alluring. The 
clever woman today realizes the 
‘importance of eye make-up — 
How it completes the picture of 
a truly beautiful face. 

Are your eyes the center of 
attraction and animation in your 
face? You must be honestly 
critical— You should study your 
eyes in a mirror with lots of 
bright light, or even better, 
strong sunlight. Do your eyes 
have a tired look? Do you frown 
and squint? There’s one sure 
test for this, of course — are there 
tiny lines forming to reveal your 
bad eye habits?

| And then, a touch of eye 
shadow on the upper lids to 
create the illusion of a more in- 
tense color— the accent of mas- 
cara, properly brushed on, to 
make your lashes thicker, darker, 
longer. This subtle make-up fin- 
ishes the illusion of enchantment 
to give you beautiful eyes. 

And Hands 

! Your hands have a language 
all their own. It is not alone the 
shape of your hands that reveals 
you— the very texture of their 
; skin gives you away. When 
hands are soft, smooth and cared- 
for, you know at once that their 
owner is a woman of dainty, 
fastidious habit. And equally 
true, when hands are roughened, 
red and blemished, they indicate 
carelessness, neglect — even un- 
tidiness. 

Today, women's hands are 
bury hands, and it is more ne- 
cessary than ever before to rare 
for them if you would have 
them be one of your aids to 
beaut. Your hands must cook, 
sew sweep, wash dishes, gar- 
den’ golf or type— yet they must 
look lovely at the bridge table 
or at luncheon or dinner— and 
they must be inviting to the 
touch. 

There is no part of the hu- 
man body which so quickly and 
generously responds to care as 
I the hand. Even if it is not 
' shapely, your hand will look

| it gracefully. This requires so 
• little time— yet the beauty bene- 
fits will last you your whole life 
long. 

Three Steps 

There are throe steps to Hand 
Beauty: Cleanse — Protect — 
Beautify. Now when you 
cleanse your hands, avoid if you 
can hard water and harsh 
cleansing agents. Use warm wa- 
ter. a bland soap, a nailbrush 
and scrub' The skin of your 
hands contains very few oil 
glands so you should always 
use a lotion after every single 
time you wash. And for further 
protection, be sure that you dry

your hands thoroughly. This is 
most important, yet few women 
seem to realize It. 

To beautify your hands, once 
a week you should give them an 
overnight treatment with lubri- 
cating cream to be left on while 
you sleep. A loose pair of cot- 
ton gloves will protect your bed 
linens and you’ll be truly de- 
lighted with the results. Your 
hands will be lovely, if you fol- 
low these simple rules — and 
they will be still a further sup- 
port in your quest for beauty. 

Someone has said that there 
are three things that cannot 
be rushed through In a hurry if 
they are to be worthy of the 
name. They are making love, 
making wine, and the creation 
of works of fyt. To this might 
bo added a fourth, the applica- 
tion of cosmetics, unless you 
wish to include make-up under 
the heading of art.

How Much Make-up? 

I have one attitude toward 
make-up which some people re- 
gard as rather revolutionary, 
and that is that I approve of 
I the younger woman’s using it 
more lavishly than the older. 
Please understand that I am 
not advocating that she overdo 
the matter: but it is my opinion 
that a vivid make-up looks

Harsh rouge can also give the 
face a hard, artificial look. You 
cannot be too particular about 
! your choice of rouge and the 
way you use it. For makeup 
can do even more than improv- 
ing your coloring. It can actual- 
ly change the shape of your 
face, your nose, and your 
mouth.

its chairman for 20 years. He 
referred to Mr. Murphy as pos- 
sessing as high principles as any 
man he ever met. 

Ex-Mayor Childs said he was 
glad to have the opportunity to 
pay tribute to such a public spir- 
ited servant as Mr. Bartlett has 
been over many years, and who 
has never had a stain on his 
shield. He told of asking Mr.

Mr. Bartlett was 
surprised and replied — "I am a 
Democrat." Mr. Childs said, 
"My ideal in public service was 
Grover Cleveland as Mayor of 
Buffalo, and he was a Democrat." 
Mr. Childs asserted that Mr. Bart- 
lett has been a great City Soli- 
citor. 

Ex-Alderman Harte praised the 
service of Mr. Bartlett. Mr. Harte 
told of the pleasure he had ob- 
tained by serving in the Newton 
Board of Aldermen and expressed 
the opinion that more citizens 
should do their share in contrib- 
uting to good government.

My kind neighbor. Director 
Munson, offered me a garden 
hose to use for watering my flow- 
er bed and lawn. I’ve never wa- 
tered my front lawn because of 
the steep slope and the sandy 
and gravelly base. Under these 
conditions, watering would only 
encourage succullent growth 
which would be severely injured 
as the soil dries out. Besides, 
I'm usually not around when the 
the lawn should be watered. I 
1 think it is better to tolerate some 
dried appearance during dry pe- 
riods than to water continually. 

As for my flower bed, it is a 
different situation. The bed is 
small, thus I have the time to 
give it a weekly soaking if need- 
ed. Barbara and Billy helped 
' V in soaking the whole bed lo 
a depth of 6 inches. The bed is 
about 30 feet long and 5 feet to 
6 feet wide. It took at least an 
hour to water it thoroughly. The 
next day I cultivated the soil. I 
still haven't gotten around to 
adding the peat moss mulch. 

Irrigation is definitely benefi- 
cial for vegetables. It will in- 
crease the yield of such vege- 
tables as cabbage, onions, beets, 
carrots, lettuce, or peas. Corn 
and beans can tolerate some 
drought. Quality of many crops 
is greatly improved with irriga- 
tion. Commercial vegetable 
growers might be interested in 
sending for our new Irrigation 
Leaflet No. 246.

tion of how the trouble in our 
street department, which occur- 
red while our Mayor was chair- 
man of the finance committee of 
the board of aldermen, has af- 
fected our financial condition. 
Then I asked these two ques- 
tions: How much did that epi- 
sode cost our tax payers? and 
Are there any bills to come in 
the future that the city will be 
foced to pay? This last question 
is much more pertinent now then 
when 1 asked it. I did not know 
at that time that the board of 
aldermen, at their meeting on 
Monday night, June 20th, had 
voted to settle a claim against 
the city, dating back several 
years to the street department’s 
mis-management trouble. Later- 
last week, this matter was given 
definite publicity in the news- 
papers. A factual report regard- 
ing this claim settlement reads 
as follows: ‘Appropriation’s 
totalling nearly $31,000 were ap- 
j proved by the Board of Aider- 
men Monday night to settle 
claims against the city. The 
largest single claim of $16,555.62 
| was approved for the Swartz 
Hardware Company. The claim 
dated back to the difficulties ex- 
perienced by the street depart- 
ment several years ago. Alder- 
man Ernest G. Angevine told the 
board that the amount would 
settle the Swartz claim and that 
while the city could not be com- 
pelled by a court of law to pay, 
the legal department had in- 
formed the claims and rules 
committee that it could be paid 
legally. Angevine also brought 
out the fact that moral and busi- 
ness issues were involved.' ”

I years ago? It is time now. and

Gives Rules For 
Water Safety 

Reckless use of "out-of-bounds” 
areas as bathing sites, holiday 
carelessness by parents and chil- 
dren at the waterside, youthful 
exhibitionism in and around deep 
water, failure of poor swimmers 
to recognize their own limitations 
will be among the major factors 
contributing to drownings here 
this summer. 

This was the opinion voiced to- 
day by Richard B. Simmons, the 
Physical Director of the Newton 
YMCA, as he listed ten basic 
rules for water safety at the 
beaches, lakes and ponds in and 
near this city. 

Pointing out that approximate- 
ly 100 million persons in this 
country cannot swim, the "Y” 
official said that the surest way 
to avert summer tragedy is to 
learn how to swim competently. 

Urging parents to encourage 
their offspring to acquire swim- 
ming skills at supervised pools 
in their vicinfty as the first step 
toward safe holidaying, he said: 

"There is no reason why vir- 
tually every child in this city 
should not be a competent swim- 
mer. Skill in water sports not 
only builds a child physically, but 
develops in him or her a healthy 
attitude of self reliance. The 
ability to swim may also mean 
the difference between life and 
death at some time in the fu- 
ture.” 

Since children are the most 
likely candidates for waterfront 
mishaps, Mr. Simmons said, par- 
ents should be aware at all times 
as to the whereabouts of their 
children when the family group 
is vacationing at the waterside. 

"Too often parents have looked 
up from books and magazines, or 
awakened from a nap,” he said, 
"to discover their unguarded 
children were in trouble." 

Equally lax, he added were 
those mothers and fathers who 
entrust the lives of their chil- 
dren to worn-out inner tubes and 
water wings of doubtful buoy- 
ancy. If a child cannot swim, he 
warned, he or she should not be 
placed in a situation where 
chance can be a deciding factor. 

"The number of water sports 
accidents can be sharply reduc- 
ed hero this summer,” he declar- 
ed, "if swimmers, poor and skill- 
ed, largely confine their bathing 
activities to beaches and lakes 
where lifeguards are always on 
hand. Nothing is more danger- 
ous, especially to non-swimmers, 
than strange, unguarded waters.” 

Deadly menace is ever-present, 
he pointed out, at unsupervised 
stretches of waterfront, with 
tragedy striking swiftly in many 
forms. 

Strong currents, rip tides, pow- 
erful undertows, and drop-offs 
that unexpectedly plungr the 
swimmer from shallow to deep 
water are among the hazards,” 
the "Y" man said. 

Rivcrfronts and rustic ponds 
also mask many threats to life 
and limb beneath placid surfaces, 
he warned. 

"Since time immemorial rivers 
and ponds, especially those in and 
around urban areas, have had a 
fatal charm for youngsters," he 
said. “Frequently poluted, these 
waters are perhaps the most 
dangerous of all. Beneath them 
in all too many cases, are jag- 
ged rocks, nail-studded logs, and 
scores of undewater snares. Div- 
ing into them is inviting injury 
or possibly death." 

A human danger to be shun- 
ned, he declared, is the beach 
"show-off." 

“The waterfront exhibitionist," 
he said, "is not only a menace to 
himself, but to those around him. 
He usually is the one who lures 
poor swimmers to take chances 
by accepting dares beyond their 
abilities, and sets a bad exam- 
ple for the younger children. 

"The best way not to be label- 
ed a ‘show-off’ is not to rock the 
boat, duck other swimmers, or 
shove companions overboard in 
play. This type of horseplay can 
all loo often have sudden fatal 
resulte.”

The primary pur- 
pose of Mr. Wiest's work will be 
to enable teachers to qualify in 
the area of driver education.

of the legislators fell on Gov- 
ernor Dover’s head when the 
.House of Representatives con- 
vened on Tuesday afternoon at 
1 o’clock. Before a partially fill- 
ed House Chamber one member 
■after another got up to state 
what they thought of Governor 
(Dever’s blast aimed at them. 
jRep. Charles Gibbons of Stone- 
ham, G.O.P. House leader, led 
the protest. He said that he re- 
Iscnted the accusation of the Gov- 
ernor and called him a "bully.” 
[Rep. Howard Whitmore, Jr., of 
Newton rose and spoke in de- 
fense of himself and his colleague 
of Newton, the lone woman mem- 
ber of the House, Rep. Margaret 

L. Spear. He said with a trace 
of anger in his voice ringing 
through the House Chamber as 
clear as a bell, with no malice in 
his heart nor with vengence 
against the Governor, that he 
could not sit by and be called 
"political cowards." He said 
"that many members including 
himself had the courage to ask 
for an increase in M.T.A. fares 
and a sales tax. All members 
! should fight back those who are 
I calling names.” Rep. George 
IRawson of Newton also rose in 
self defense and called the Gov- 
ernor’s comment an "effrontery.” 
There was much confusion and 
turmoil in the House. It finally 
died down after 35 minutes to 
continue the business of the day. 

In the Senate a battle supreme 
took place on the floor of the 
Chamber lasting fully 3% hours 
on the M.T.A. bill. Many amend- 
ments were offered by various 
Senators on the bill. The amend- 
ment by Sen. Harris Richardson 
was passed on a roll call 20-18. 
The amendment calls for an es- 
tablishment of a Board of Trus- 
tees to serve without compen- 
sation, each member shall be 
reimbursed for travel, etc. The 
trustees shall appoint and fix 
the salary of the general man- 
ager. The general manager of the 

M. T.A. now receives $32,000 a 
year salary. Sen. Richard H. Lee 
voted in favor of this amend- 
ment. Sen. John Powers offered 
an amendment prohibiting MTA 
officials f:*om having any financial 
interest in gas, electric, railroad 
bus or street railway corpora- 
tions. Sen. Powers said that this 
restriction applies to MTA ad- 
ministrative officials. The amend- 
ment was aimed at John Moran, 
treasurer of the MTA whose sal- 
ary is $25,000 a year. He lives In 
Brookline. Mr. Moran owns two- 
t! irds of the Eastern Mass. St. 
Railway Line stock. Sen. Bowker 
of Brookline spoke in favor of 
Mr. Moran saying that this 
opens the door to a very, very 
dangerous precedent, that we 
should not restrict the rights of 
citizens, that a man has a right 


to Invest hls money where he 
chooses Sen. Lee spoke In favor 
of amendment saying that a 
man cannot serve two masters. 
He criticized the Way and Means 
committee for eliminating the 
amendment. The amendment 
was defeated on a roll call 20-18. 

The bill H-1771 providing for 
the extension of Nonantum Road 
Route 128 in Newton by the 
MDC was given a 3rd reading 
in the House. It was passed to 
be engrossed by a rising vote 
33-55. It is now in the Senate 
for further action. 

Two bills were signed by Gov- 
ernor Dever on Wednesday. One 
bill calls for public' high schools 
to teach local history and gov- 
ernment as required subjects, in- 
structing the children in the 
meaning of the federal and State 
Constitutions and municipal 
government. Owners of motor 
vehicles can use their 1949 regis- 
tration plates next year. A tab 
or a windshield sticker will be 
used instead of new 1950 plates. 
This will save the State about 
$200,000 a year.
